Photography played an important part
in & snit now on trial in the United
Statea district conrt at Cincinnatl. The
suit is one of long standing, invelving
the title to 1,500 acres of valoable farm
lands. It is bused on a deed made nearly
| 70 years ago by the owners of the land,
[ And turns on the point whether the deed
bad five signatures or only four. In or-
der to teat this question it was decided
to have the deed photographed, und the
clerk of the court wns ordered to mive
the matter his personal supervision. Jor
that purpose it was taken to Washing-
ton and submitted to an expert photog-
rapher of that city.

The original deed, discolored and yel-
low with age, showed traces of four sig-
natures and a gpace where there might
have been a fifth, but no traces of it.
The photographing was done in the pres-
ence of the clerk of the court, who re
fused to let the deed go out of his sight.
The negutive revealed tracesof the miss
ing signature, and when it was enlarged
10 times the entire name beonme as plain
as when first written. The court pro-
nounced the evidence conclusive, and the
result will be the reversal of & former
decision and & changs in' the ownership
